It  is  evident  from  the  report  an  the  sewage  effluent  samples  taken 
that  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  is  dealing  with  a strong  sewage  and  is 
not  capable  of  maintaining  Royal  Commission  Standard  at  all  times.  An 
inquiry  into  the  proposed  extension  was  held  on  the  6th  October,  1965,  and 
it  is  anticipated  that  work  will  actually  commence  during  1966. 

Revised  plans  of  a new  public  sewer  to  serve  the  Fron  Housing  Site 
are  in  hand. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL  : 


. The  collection  of  refuse  was  extended  ae  required  but  with  no  basic 
difference  in  policy.  The  Council  entered  into  a formal  agreement  with 
the  owner  of  the . land  where  the  refuse  tip  is  situated,  and  obtained 
planning  permission  for  a proposed  extension  on  the  same  site.
